1941, 17 per cent of boys 
aged 14 and 15 were working as com- 
pared with 19 per cent in 1931 and 29 
per cent in 1921, while for boys 16 to 
19 the proportion decreased to 64 per 
cent from 67 in 1931 and 76 per cent 
in 1921, 

In the case of girls aged 14 and 15, 
over eight per cent were in the labour 
force in 1921, four per cent in 1931 and 
less than four per cent in 1941. For 
girls 16 to 19 years inclusive, the pro. 
portions showed less change, declin- 
ing from 82 per cent in 1921 to 30 in 
1931 and then advancing to 31 
cent in 1941.

Nearly one-half of all boys under 20 
in the labour force, exclusive of those 
in the army, navy and air force, were 
working on farms in 1941. In other 
industries, working careers generally 
begin at a later age than in agricul- 
ture but by the time the majority of 
young people have found an occupa- 
tion, agriculture is occupying less than 
one-third of working males. 

Approximately 28,000 boys of 14 and 
15 were engaged in agriculture in 1941, 
more than 38,000 in manufacturing, 
close to 3,000 in trade and 1,200 in 
forestry, fishing and trapping. About 
5,000 girls at the same ages were en- 
gaged in personal and domestic ser- 
vice, upwards of 1,300 in manufactur- 
ing, and less than 500 each in profes- 
sional service and agriculture. In the 
16-19 age group, 117,000 boys and 1,900 
girls had agricultural occupations, 68,- 
000 boys and 42,000 girls were employ: 
ed in manufacturing, 25,000 boys and 
almost 17,000 girls in trade, and 55,- 
000 girls were following personal and 
domestic service careers and 10,000 
were engaged in professional service. 
As a whole, the youth group, that is, 
those under 20, made up almost nine 
per cent of males in the labour force 
and over 17 per cent of females. 

The 1951 Census will reyeal how far 
the trends of the 1921-41 period have 
continued. It will show whether the 
proportions of boys and girls in’ the 
labour force have increased or de- 
creased, and whether the youth of Can- 
ada is going mainly into the same oc- 
cupations as ten years ago. ;

All 
liquids, too, should be accurately 
measured. By heaping a tableware

Farm Forum News 
On Monday, March 12th, Farm 
Forum continued in the series on 


Education with the subject of training 
for rural teachers and how to make 
rural teaching more attractive. 

Should the same salary scale be a- 
dopted for teachers in rural and urban 
schools? 

Brook Dale states aefinitely that 
rural and urban teachers should have 
the same salary scale. Hazzard’s was 
three to one in favour of the same 
plan — the minority group claimed 
that under the present method of as- 
sessment the rural school board would 
be financially unable to compete with 
urban salary schedules — with a year- 
ly raise making a maximum salary of 
$4,000 to $5,000. 

Melrose, too, was unable to come to 
an unanimous decision. They said, “If 
we paid better salaries we would get 
better teachers; a single girl requires 
more money with the rising cost of 
living. On the other hand, many mar- 
ried women are teaching, boarding at 
home and hence do not require as 
large a salary.” The second question 
was, “Should the Rural Teacher be ex- 
pected to act as a leader in the com- 
munity?” : 

Brook Dale again comes up with a 
definite statement, ‘We expect the 
teacher to be a part of the community 
and would appreciate it if he or she 
would act as a leader.” 

Hazzard’s opinions were varied. 
“Yes , the teacher should be a leader 
in the community. No, It isn’t neces- 
The teacher does give leader- 
ship in the school.” “The teacher 
should take an active part in the com- 
munity life — not necessarily as a 
leader.” 

Melrose appreciates the fact that a 
teacher has homework to do, especial- 
ly the frist year of teaching and if 
community leadership is thrust upon 
him or her the teaching is apt to suf- 
fer. Melrose says that community 


|leadership is not the teacher's re- 


sponsibility but that it is good for 
both teacher and community if he or 
she will -take an active part in com- 
munity affairs. 

All groups felt that special training 
in leadership should be given at 
Normal Schools. From this last con- 
clusion it would seem apparent that 
some leadership from the teacher, or 
at least active participation in rural 
affairs would be welcomed and ap- 
preciated. 


50 Canadian Girls To 
Tour Great Britain 


Fourteen from Ontario haye been 
chosen among a group of 50 Canadian 
girls from coast to coast to tour Great 
Britain this summer. The trip is spon- 
sored by Garfield Weston, Canadian- 
born industrialist. 

Ontario’s representatives are Cyn- 
thia McLennan, 17, London; Dorothy 
McRobbie, 17, Irmond; Pauline Koya- 
chik, 17, Wyoming; Helen Spakowski, 
17, Fort William; Viola Marchand, 16, 
Owen Sound; Shirley Scott, 16, Trent- 
on; Hileen Jacobs, 16, Wheatley; Fran- 
ces Sutherland, 17, Almonte; J. Ober- 
holtzer, 17, Kitchener; Ines Longo, 17, 
Kirkland Lake; and Mary Barnett, 17, 
Patricia Harsant, 17, Map Leslie, 17, 
Janet Perkins, 16, all of Toronto. 

The girls were chosen by the Can- 
adian Education Association by nom- 
inations made by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Education, 

The group will sail from Montreal

FARM LABOUR REDUCED 
BY LIQUID FERTILIZER 


Increased employment opportunities 
in urban industries have resulted in 
difficulty in obtaining farm labor, ac- 
cording to “The Economic Annalist’” 
issued bp the Department ot Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa. As a result of the prob- 
able expansion in defense require- 
ments, it may be more difficult to ob- 
tain an adequate supply of farm labor 
in 1951 than in the two previous years, 

This serious problem is causing Can- 
adian farmers to look for new labor 
gaving methods to offset increasing 
—-" fabor and operating expenses. Thous- 

ands of Canadian farmers haye al- 
ready found through the use of liquid 
fertilizer that great savings in time 
are possible both ‘during and after 
planting. 

Used as a starter, liquid fertilizer 
can be applied to seed In advance of 
the spring rush. This eliminates heavy 
handling of some material in the barn 

‘ -and also the repeated delays while re- 
 ) handling it in the field. The head start 
gained in planting allows the farmer 
to take full advantage of good weath- 
er to complete seeding in less time, 
Farlier emergence can be expected, ac- 
cording to Dr. V. A. Tiedjens, Director, 
Virginia Truck Experiment Station, 
Norfolk, Virginia, and this allows the 
farmer valuable extra time for harvest. 

Additional labor savings are effected 
Decause liquid fertilizer can be used as 
a top dressing with water soluble weed | 
killers in ordinary spraying equipment 
Here crop improvement and weed con- 
trol are combined in one time saving 
operation.

20 lbs. The highest milkers were fed 
choice second cut alfalfa and she ate 
a lot of this, She also had roots and 
dried beet pulp and pastured with the 
rest of the herd in the summer. 

Black Face Is no flash-in-the-pan pro- 
ducer. First started on test as a junior 
two-year-old she made a yearly record 
of 18,641 lbs. milk containing 517 lbs. 
fat. Coming back as a junior three- 
year-old she produced 16,774 Ibs. milk 
and 599 Ibs. fat, which was an Honor 
List record. Then came her Champion- 
ship lactation and she is now away 
again milking over 80 lbs, on her 
fourth record. 

Sire of the new champion is Pabst 
Burke Dandy, he an imported son of 
the noted U.S.A. Gold Medal sire Wis- 
consin Admiral Burke Lad.

Ontario Accident 
Toll Higher 


Traffic deaths in Ontario, decreas- 
ing month by month since October, 
jumped up again in February to a 
month-end toll of 54 victims. 

Two particular types of accidents 
accounted for the entire increase: col- 
lisions with trains and vehicles that 
went off the road out of control. One 
bus-train crash killed nine people; four 
other train collisions together took 
nine more lives, including three killed 
driving into the side of a train. Anoth- 
er life was lost at a double-track cros- 
‘sing: a second train coming after the 
first had gone by. 

Despite heavier February traffic 
than eyer, there was no increase in 
either pedestrian deaths or deaths 
from collisions of one yehicle with oth 
‘ers. But the number of fatal single- 
vehicle acicdents more than doubled, 
compared with February a year ear- 
lier. Apparently speeds too fast for 
icy roads were a factor in most of 
these.

Vance then gave a most 
interesting talk on flower arrange- 
ment, demonstrating with a bouquet 
of daffodils and pussy willows. 
Flower Arrangement 
A container for an arrangement of 
flowers takes secondary place if the 
arrangement is pleasing to the eye. 
Use the base or block for flowers a 
little off centre in the container. 
For a basket arrangement — fill the 
basket with broken Cedar branches 
before putting in the water, and flow- 
ers stay in place better. It is usual- 
ly best to use an uneyen number of 
flowers in an arrangement. 
‘The four basic principles of design 
are line, form, colour and texture. 
The lines in formal arrangement 
give the arrangement balance whether 
the bouquet is formal, informal or 
symmetrical. 
In the form of an arrangement there 
should be rhythm — or repetitions — 
not having the flowers placed hit and 
miss. 
In using two colours, try to accent 
one of those colours, keeping it mostly 
down toward the bottom and sparingly 
up through it. Keep dark colours down

Place spiked flowers up and around 
flowers, down is the general rule. 
For heavy flowers like peonies — a

elaborate one. There were scenes of 
women catching fish and carrying 
large heavy baskets on their heads, 
A child is taught from infancy to bal- 
ance articles on its head.

TAKE A TIP 
1 Cheese may cause an unpleasant 
flavour when stored beside eggs in 
the refrigerator. Wrap cheese in a 
cloth which has been dampened 
with vinegar and store in a covered 
casserole in the refrigerator. Hggs 
do not require any covering when 
the strong flavoured foods are coy- 
ered. 
When lettuce becomes brown it is 
usually a sign of becoming old and 
is not necessarily spoiled but it 
does lack flavour and attractive- 
ness and should be trimmed off. 
Keep leads of lettuce placed cut 
side down in a crisping pan of re- 
frigerator. 
Do not store, prepared celery 
stalks, carrot sticks and radish ros- 
es in water, After rinsing in cold 
water place them in a covered dish 
and keep cold. 
Do not sprinkle wilted celery or 
carrots with salt to revive them. 
They usually become crisp under 
cold running water, or in lots of 
water to which ice cubes are added. 
To extend butter for sandwiches, 
mix with a small amount of plain 
salad dressing — not too much to 
destroy the true flavour of butter. 
A little mustard in peanut butter 
sandwiches brings out the nutty 
flavour. 
Wrap sliced dry bread in a clean, 
damp cloth, then wrap in aluminum 
foil and heat in a warm oyen for 10 
minutes — it becomes delightfully 
fresh and soft.

Agricultural 
Census 1951 


Beginning on June ist this year a 
census enumerator will visit each of 
the 730,000 farms im Canada to obtain 
answers to a series of questions a- 
bout the farm. The last census of 
agriculture for all Canada was taken 
in 1941 and for the Prairie Provinces 
in 1946. Many farmers will thererore 
have had previous experience in an- 
swering questions on the agricultural 
schedule, but for some it will be the 
first experience. 

The schedule for 1951 has been 
shortened considerably. Most of the 
questions are straightforward, such as 
acres devoted to crops, numbers of 
live stock on farms, and inventories of 
equipment. Some questions will re- 
quire estimates by the farmer, such 
as value of his farm, and value of the 
home garden. These questions are 
sometimes hard to answer but the in- 
formation is of great value and is 
needed for adequate appraisal of the 
agricultural industry. Farmers ‘will 
also be asked the numbers of animals 
sold off 


farms, production of crops 


in 1950, and certain major expense 
items No attempt will be made to 
obtain a balance between expenses 
and receipts; in fact, many of the 


( questions of this nature have been 


dropped from the 195 schedule, 

It must be emphasized that the cen- 
sus enumerator is duly bound to ob- 
tain a report about every farm in 
Canada, and eacly farmer is asked to 
co-operate by being prepared to give 
him as accurate a tatement as pos- 
sible. Wnumerators are pledged to 
keep all information given them con- 
fidential, as are also all employees of 
the Bureau of Statistic The law 
provides penalties for any violation of 
this pledge.

Canadian Oats Have 
Naval Tradition 


Ajax and Exeter, two oat varieties 
developed by J. N. Welsh at the De- 
partment of Agriculture's Laboratory 
of Cereal Breeding at Winnipeg, may 
never become as famous as their 
namesakes the two Royal Navy cruis- 
ers which played such a gallant part 
in the sinking of the German pocket 
battleship Graf Spee during the Battle 
of the River Plate in 1939, but they are 
playing their part in meeting varied 
agricultural conditions from the At- 
Jantic to the Pacific said cereal of- 
ficials at Ottawa. E 

Named by Mr. Welsh to commemor- 
ate a naval engagement that caught 
the imagination ofthe world early in 
World War 1, both the Ajax and the 
Exeter are the outcome of many years 
of careful research work in oat breed- 
ing. Born at Old Chelsea, P.Q., near 
Ottawa, Mr. Welsh holds agricultural 
degrees from oth Macdonald College 
and the University of Alberta. He said 
that the Victory oat (a standard var- 
iety in Canada for many years) was 
used as one parent in the breeding of 
both Ajax and the Exeter, which al- 
together adds up to quite a naval trad- 
ition. 

_ Another Winnipeg-bred oat, 
Achilles, released for testing under a 
number about the same time as the 
Ajax and Exeter, was sent to New 
Zealand for testing in 1937. The 
‘Achilles subsequently made such a 
name for itself “Down Under,” that it 
too was later given a name honoured 
in the annals of the Royal Navy. 

» Officials at Ottawa state that Ajax 
is an early maturing, high yielding oat 
and has a wide adaptability to varying 
Canadian conditions, It is moderately 
resistant to stem rust and some ma- 
ture plant resistance to crown rust. In 
tests at the Experimental Station at 
Melfort, Sask., Exeter has consistently 
outyielded both Victory and Ajax and 
is high on the list of varieties recom- 
mended for the northeastern part of 
that province and also for northcentral 
Manitoba. 

To Mr. Welsh of the Winnipeg lab 
also goes the credit for developing the 
Garry oat, the first produced in North 
America that was resistant to all races 
of stem rust and crown rust, as well as 
to smut. Plant breeders hailed it as 
an outstanding accomplishment and it 
is widely used for breeding purposes 
where rust is a major problem. Show- 
ing what a tough job the oat breeder 
has to meet where plant diseases are 
concerned, cereal officials at Ottawa 
said that in 1947 it was found that 
Garry was susceptible to a new root 
rot, “hitherto unknown in Canadian 
soils, which unfortunately will restrict 
the distribution of this new rust-resist- 
ant oat. 


Seed Flats 


The commonest way of preparing a 
seed flat is to fill a flat half-inch from 
the top with soil, then screen another 
quarter-inch of soil over this and firm, 
The seeds are sown broadcast over the 
surface and covered with screened 
soil. If this method works satisfact 
orily there is no need to change but if 
difficulties are encountered and poor 
results obtained, one of the following 
methods suggested by Dr. A. P. Chan, 
of the Division of Horticulture, Cent- 
ral Hxperimental Farm, Ottawa, should 
be tried: — 

One of the best is to fill sterilized 
flats with sterilized soil which con- 
tains a large percentage (1-3) of sand 
within 4 inch of the tops of the flats. 
Bot soil and flats can be sterilized 
by pouring hot water oyer tho surface. 
This will kill most of the harmful or- 
ganisms causing plant diseases. When

TREATMENT FOR SMUT 


Some 600 carloads of wheat each 
year are graded “smutty” at Winnipeg. 
In order to prevent this annual loss, 
H. McKenzie, cerealist at the Experi- 
mental Farm, Indian Head, Saskatche- 
wan, advises farmers to prevent smut 
infection by using the best seed ob- 
tainable and practising seed treat- 
ment before planting. \ 

There are two groups of smuts to 
consider, Mr, McKenzie said, and 
each group requires different seed 
treatment. The first includes coyer- 
ed smut of wheat, covered and loose 
smut of oats, and covered and false

Shallow ploughing 
ploughing experiments 
conducted by the Department of Agri- 
culture's Division of Field Husbandry 
at the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa. 

Both clay and loam soils were used 
in the experiments extending from 10 
to 14 years, and both the mouldboard 
and dise ploughs were compared at 
depths of four and seven inches. Clay 
soil tests showed no advantage in 
ploughing sod for corn deeper than 
three to four inches; in general oats 
and barley yields were not influenced 
to any considerable extent by the 
depth of ploughing. 

In the Ottawa experiments on the 


loam soils, corn following barley and 
corn after sod produced slightly high- 
er yields where ploughing was done at 
six to seven inches, than where the eq

The second group includes loose 
smut of wheat and loose smut of 
barley which cannot be controlled by 
fungicides. While they can be control- 
led by the hot-water treatment this 
method is not practical except for 
small quantities of seed. Farmers 
having trouble with loose smut of 
wheat and barley are advised to ob- 
tain registered, certified or other good 
seed free from loose smuts. 

Several types of machines on the 
market that can be used for treating 
smut-infested grain are considered 
more efficient than the shoyel-mixing 
method. Seed can be treated two to 
three months before seeding if storage 
facilities are suitable. Wheat should 
be treated at least 24 hours before 
seeding and oats and barley not later 


DEPTH OF SEEDING 


Heaviest yields are obtained from 
such crops as wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
buckwheat, corn, beans, soybeans, 
mangels and Sudan grass when seeded 
at a depth of one inch according to 
experiments conducted in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Division of Field 
Husbandry at the Central Experiment- 
al Farm, Ottawa. 

The tests were conducted over a 
period of more than four years on a 
sandy loam soil at depths of one, two, 
three and four inches. Yields of 
buckwheat and Sudan grass seeded at 
two inches were similar to those ob- 
tained from one-inch seeding. The 
four-inch seeding gave fair returns 
with corn and some of the cereals but 
mangel yields were about 30 per cent 
below the oné-inch seeding figures. 

Depth of seeding tests ranging from 
surface to two-inch seedings were also 
run on crops with smaller seeds as red 
clover, alfalfa and timothy. JExperi- 
ments extending over a_ three-year 
period showed that for the best re- 
sults these crops should be seeded 
shallow.

For Protection 


Alfalfa and red clover seed stocks 


Over 
the years Canadian plant breeders and 


strains which are adapted to our rig- 
orous climatic conditions. Stands of 
alfalfa and of red clover resulting from 
seed stocks produced in much warmer 
zones will rarely survive the first Can- 
adian winter., This results in a heavy 
loss to the purchaser of such seed. 

Because of this, Mr. Dumais points 
out, the Seeds Act requires that im- 
ported seed of alfalfa and red clover 
must be stained at the Canadian port 
of entry with a distinctive colour 
which cannot be removed, to indicate 
the country of origin thereby warning 
the purchasers that such seed stocks 
are not as safe as those of Canadian 
origin. When red clover and alfalfa 
seed is stained-10 per cent red, it indi- 
cates that it is imported from a coun- 
try having entirely different climatic 
conditions and not likely to be of a 
type adapted to this country; jf it is 
stained one per cent black or methyl] 
violet, it indicates that it is imported 
and may be safer than seed stained 10 
per cent red, but nevertheless not as 
safe as Canadian seed stock. 

Alfalfa and red clover seed stocks 
showing a percentage of stained or col- 
vufed seed are imported stocks which 
cannot be expected to be well adapted 
to our climatic conditions.

Population 


Each census of Canada from 1881 to 
1941, with one exception, has shown an 
increased proportion of older people. 
Estimates for the years since 1941 in- 
dicate that the 1951 Census, to be tak- 
en in June, will show a continuation of 
this trend. 


Immigration has a considerable ef- 
fect on the aging of the population. 
Under its influence the proportion of 
those in the twenties increased and, 
as time goes by, this increase is car- 
ried over into the older age groups. 
Thus, there was heavy immigration in 
the period 1901-1911, which increased 
the proportion of those in the age 
group 20-29. Since immigration slow- 
ed down ofter the outbreak of war in 
1914 the influence of this earlier addi- 
tion to the population has crept 
through the upper age groups and is 
reflected in the larger proportion of 
those of 65 years and over today. 

Changes in birth and mortality rates 
also effect the aging of the popula- 
tion.

BATTLE FOR GOOD SEED 
ENDLESSLY WAGED 
AT OTTAWA. 


In the never ending battle to keep 
Canadian seeds up to high standard, 
inspectors of the Plant Products div- 
jision of the Department of Agricul 
ture, during 1950, placed under deten- 
tion 75 lots of seeds produced at Ot- 
tawa. At the same time they refused 
entry into Canada of 174 lots of seed 
containing noxious weeds, or below 
specified standards. 

A “lot,” ysays Arthur Dumais, As- 
sociate Chief of the seeds inspection 
service at Ottawa, may vary from a 
few sacks or packages to several car- 
loads and the seller of such seeds be- 
comes liable to prosecution if a test of 
an official sample shows that the seed

Cheese and Butter co-operative was 
officially opened Friday ‘by W. C. 
Cameron, assistant director of market- 
ing services for the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

More than 600 people jammed the 
rooms of the new building in the 
picturesque little village which at- 
tracted attention in the 1860's with the 
discovery there of gold. 

James L. Nickle, former warden of 
Hastings County, and president of the 
co-operative, was chairman for the 
four-hour programme. 

Opening speech on the pogramme 
was given by George S. White, MP for 
Hastings-Peterborough. Mr. White 
told the gathering that the new build- 
ing was probably gne of the finest of 
its type in Ontario. 

Not only was Hastings County the 
largest producer of cheese in the pro- 
vinee, but it also produced Ontario’s 
best — the Black Diamond. 

He predicted even keener competi- 
tion for the dairyman in the future, 
and sugegsted subsidies would be in 
line for them as well as for the west- 
ern wheat farmer. 

The guest speaker, Mr, Cameron, 
sketched the history of cheese factor- 
ies from the first established eighty 
seven years ago in North Norwich. 
He said he fayored amalgamation of 
clueeese factories because they could be 


operated to better advantage and 
would produce a better quality of 
cheese, Mr. Cameron congratulated

PATCHWORK OF TIMES 


(St. Thomas Times-Journal) 

As recently as 60 years ago, Ontario 
didn‘t enjoy standard time in its com- 
munities. The clocks in Goderich were 
not the same as the clocks in Galt, 
which differed from the clocks in 
Belleville. Time was set by the solar 
system in each town, which roughly, 


directly south in the middle of the day 
it was 12 noon. 

This was close enough when trans- 
portation was made by horse and ox- 
cart, but when the railroads rumbled 
their way through the maple woods, a 
more accurate system was adopted and 
yailroad time came into being. At the 
turn of the century, CPR time was 
generally accepted in the west al- 
though many communities had their 
own time, and disregarded CPR time. 

We've gone a long way since then, 
in all parts of Canada, Mostly, how- 
ever, it is a patchwork sort of arrange- 
ment, or disarrangement, with some 
places setting their clocks ahead, oth- 
ers standing pat with standard time. 
The most satisfactory experience all 


have had, regarding daylight saving 
was when the Federal Gocernment 


brought it in as a war measure a few 
years ago, and everyone had to ob-

The Household 
Conveniences On 
Farms. 


Life on the farm — the backbone of 
the Canadian economy — today differs 
in many respects from what it was in 
years gone by. Mechanical power has 
been pushing the horse into the back- 
ground in the work of tilling the soil 
and harvesting the crops, while in the 
farm home electrial power is remoying 
much of the drugery from many daily 
tasks that must be performed by the 
farm housewife. Despite the changes, 
there are still many rural homes which 
lack many of the facilities which tend 
to soften the rigours of rural living. 

The 1941 Census provided much 
valuable statistical data on the extent 
to which the farm scene changed in 
the period preceding the Dominion- 
wide survey of that year. In June next, 
when the 1951 Census of Canada gets 
under way, farm folk as well as city 
dwellers will be asked whether or not 
thir homes are served with electricity, 
whether or not they have a telephone, 
refrigeration facilities, plumbing facili- 
ties, a radio, an automobile, and a few 
other questions relating to domestic: 
conveniences, Since these questions 
were also asked in 1941 the tabulations 
will be of great value in measuring the 
changes which have taken place in the 
past ten years. / 3 

The Census of 1941 showed that the 
typical Canadian farm household aver- 
aged 4.7 persons living in the dwel-

FERTILIZER RECOMMENDATIONS
